The clty pawnshops are overstocked,
and many a souvenir of the Cuban
campalgn that gors back to the 'nited
Btates has come from those places, Old
Bpanish silver and jewelry, watches,
#nd even magnificently carved leather
chalre, made conturies ago in old Spain
and worked by deft Spanish fingers,
are to remind certain Americans of
Santlagn de Cuba and of the days they
possessed 6. But of the many souven-
Irs that are to be carried away a good
machete, bought from the slde of a
sSpanish officer, s the most popular,
but they must be old and worn, New
ones with the maker's label stuck to
the blade are of no value, Many of
the souvenirg acquired with so much

trouble will never reach the United
Btates. The owners huave still many
weary marches before them, mavhe,

and what is bonght and well paid for
today may be thrown away later on

There Is but one restaurant in town
where the Americans have been able
to find food. It js on the maln plaza,
in front of the American {lag on the
palace, and iis bill of fare, up to to-
day, hus been limitedato flsh, meat, can-
ned green peas and coffee. A meal
cosls 22 in gold and the restaurant
is colning money, Drinkables have al-
ways been plentiful, however, and by
simply saying that he had no other

OPINION OF DR. GUITERAS.

The Yellow Fever Expert Thinks
There Is Danger Ahead.

FPhiladeiphia, Aug, 6.--Dr. John Gul«
toras, the famous yellow fever expert
and one of the lending Cuban advisers
In this country, arrived at his home in
this city today from Santiagoe de Cuba,
where he had been engnged in yellow
fever work under the directlon of the
governmont.

Dr. Guiterns was deoldedly averse to
discussing the conditions existing In
and around Santlago., He vefused (0
EAY n word about the reported dispute
between General Bhaftor and General
Garela, the Cuban officer. He also de-
clined to make nny comments upon the
eMolency or alleged Mack of officloncy

of the medical and huspital corps of
the army.

Concerning the vellow fever, which
has attacked the troops, Dr. duiteras
said:

“The yellow fever cagses thus far have
been of a light order, and the mortal-
ity among the troops has not been
heavy, The most serlous source of
trouble at present Ig from typhold fever
and malaria, Mogt of the men il in
the hospitals are suffering from one or
the other of these dizeases, As the
season drugs on, howover, the yvellow
fever will become more serlous, nand
then it will be worge thin the typhold.™

Continulng, Dr. Gulteras sald: “"For
reasons apparent to all, T eannnt dis-
curs the affaire of the army In publle
I shall make an official report of my
oheervations direct to Surgeon General
Bternberg. Most of the troops now In
Santlago, T suppose, will he brought to
Long I=land to recuperate, It will be
an admirable place for them

Conecerning the reported trouble hes
tween himeelf and the Red Cross socl-
ely, at Santlago, Dr, Guiterns would
eay mnothing.
